DID YOU KNOW? 


There is evidence that the Chinese 
drilled wells to depths of 1,000 to 2,000 
feet and piped natural gas through hollow 
bamboo tubes to holding ponds where it 
was used to evaporate water from brine in 
the production of salt as early as 900 B.C. 


The earliest record of natural gas in the 
United States is an account of George 
Washington observing the burning 
springs of West Virginia in 1775. 

Our Reedy Creek Utilities Company 
purchases natural gas from Florida Gas 
Transmission who pipes in the fuel from 
Texas. The gas is received here via pipe 
systems at 900 pounds per square inch 
gauage (psig) and then is reduced in 
stages to 50 psig. Reedy Creek then takes 
the gas and distributes it through Walt 
Disney World’s pipe systems to more than 
60 different locations where it is filtered, 
measured and reduced to the proper pres- 
sure for that location. 

Remember, if you smell natural gas or 
suspect a leak, call Reedy Creek Utilities 
Company at extension 4185 or 4398.

IT COULD BE YOU... 


On December 29, 1974, just four days after 
Christmas, a ten pound, ten ounce baby boy 
was born. But severe complications set in, mas- 
sive internal hemorrhaging in mere moments 
left the young mother hanging near death. But 
a skilled doctor and heavy transfusions of 
whole blood saved her life. Her husband after- 
wards stated in no uncertain terms. . . ““With- 
out this supply of blood, there is no question 
that she would not have survived.” 

It was October of 1974, Labor Day was past 
and winter on the way. A seasonal sore throat 
persisted to the point of the young man seeking 
treatment in a local hospital. However, the doc- 
tor’s diagnosis wasn’t expected . . . it was nota 
simple strep throat, but Granulocytic 
Leukemia, cancer of the blood. Immediate 
treatment began, lasting three months and re- 
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quiring 88 pints of blood. It’s now April of 1976 
and the young man sat there and told us that he 
beat Leukemia “because of modern medical 
advances and the availability of whole blood.” 

These two cases really happened and they 
happened right here. . . just ask Tom Howe of 
the Dapper Dans and his wife Diana, they'll be 
glad to tell you about the blood that saved Dia- 
na’s life when she almost bled to death in the 
maternity ward. Or ask Dave Lillethorup about 
his ordeal with cancer and how donated pints 
of whole blood were used to treat his blood 
disease. You can catch him working in one of 
the merchandise shops at the Polynesian Vil- 
lage. 

And then ask yourself, what if an unforseen 
disease, operation or accident left your life. . . 
or the life of a family member . . . hanging by a 
thread? That thread being the need for whole 
blood? 

Next month, the Central Florida Blood Bank 
will have its mobile trailer at various locations 
around Walt Disney World. The trailer will be 
here for one purpose .. . to collect donated 
blood just in case your “what if” becomes real- 
ity. Because, someday . . . someone in your 
family, an employee, or one of his family may 
need blood. . . your donation could save them.

SUNBURN ... A HOT 
SUBJECT FOR SOME 


That’s right, good ol’ spring-time 
weather is here, hardly a cloud in the sky 
... just right for laying by the pool or 
catching a few rays at the beach. And 
along with that warm Florida weather 
comes a “touchy” subject for some, espe- 
cially if all your friends are back slappers 

. . sunburn! 

Many cast members, both native Florid- 
ians and out-of-staters, are over doing it 
trying to get a quick suntan, and end up 
with a painful sunburn instead. Dr. 
Thames, Walt Disney World’s Medical 
Advisor, has given these suggestions on 
how to not only stay “cool” in the sun, but 
get a “painless” start on your suntan: 





è Don’t spend too much time in the sun 
at first . . . twenty minutes the first day, 
thirty the second and so on until you get 
used to it. 

è An extra sprinkle of salt at mealtime 
can help restore the salt lost from your 
body through perspiration. Take salt pills 
only on a doctor's advice. 

è Don’t overestimate your 
strength in the sun, take it easy. 

And enjoy your fun-in-the-sun, but 
remember. . . there’s no such thing as an 
instant suntan . . . tan carefully . . . sun- 
burn can mean uncomfortable nights and 
loss of pay - you cannot claim sick pay if 
you miss work due to a sunburn. This is 
because sunburn, unlike sickness, is so 
easily prevented just by using common 
sense. 

The next logical question concerning 
sunburn is what to do if a guest asks you 
where to go for treatment for a sunburn. 

We talked with Alice Hardee, Super- 
visor of First Aid, on what their policy is. 
She said that with Spring weather here, 
they have been receiving numerous re- 
quests for treatment. However, due to 
these large numbers of guests seeking 
treatment, First Aid has found that they 
do not have the staff or supplies to 
adequately treat everyone. Therefore, it is 


own 


a policy of First Aid not to treat sunburn at 
any First Aid Station. 

Alice went on to point out that sunburn 
usually requires more than a one-time 
treatment and guests with a burn are ad- 
vised of our Sun Care Centers where they 
can obtain sun care supplies. 

Many of our guests with sunburn actu- 
ally get it before they enter Walt Disney 
World. Sometimes these guests come into 
the Magic Kingdom with severe cases of 
sunburn and complications which require 
treatment by a physician. The First Aid 
staff advises these guests where they can 
go to obtain such treatment. It is impor- 
tant to remember that we do not have a 
doctor at Central First Aid to treat guests 
. . . the physician is there during certain 
hours to treat employees only. 

Just a reminder, guests who need sun 
care products may be referred to our Sun 
Care Centers . . . Mickey’s Mart, our re- 
sort hotels’ Sundries Shops, Fort Wilder- 
ness’ Trading Post and the Village 
Apothecary in Lake Buena Vista’s Shop- 
ping Village.
